ing on. The woman had performed a dif- 
ficult and the crowd stood to ap- 
plaud.

JEROME NAMED TO LEAD 
ANTI-HEARST CAMPAIGN 


Movement Is Started In Buffalo 
by Conservative Reformers. 


ADAM AS AN ALTERNATE 


Leaders Belleve District Attorney Will 
Win Old-Time Democrats—Divis- 
lon in independence League.

BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 11.—Arrange 


ments are being made to start a move- 
ment to take Erle County away from 
Hearst. Conferences are being held and 


a public announcement of the purpose of 
the movemont and the name of the can- 
didate will probably be made next week. 
The name of Mayor Adam may be put 
forward, but it ig likely that if this fs 
done it will be merely for the purpose 
of securing a rallying point, and that the 
real candidate will be a man from 
Greater New York. William Travers Je- 
rome is the man whose name is heard 
more than that of any other.

has developed within twe -four hours.

The purpose movement cannot 
learned authoritatively, but apparently, 
best obtainable information, thé 
plan will provide for the nomination of an 
independent ticket. Whether or not Hearst 
will get the elanatesiie nomination is not 
the question. The conservatives do not 
prevent it, 
only to be bowled over effort, 
Hence their taik is chiefly for the nomue 
nation of a third ticket around which old- 
line Democrats can rally. 

There is reason to believe that these 
Democrats have been in consultation with 
friends in the party in Greater New York 
and elsewhere. The sentiment among 
conservative Democrats in Erie County is 
strongly for Jerome. Justice Gaynor is 
not well known here, and no other can+ 
didate except Mayor Adam has any espee 
cal strength. Jerome, however, is ex- 
trerrely popular among the conservative 
element, and the talk ef the opposition to 
Hearst centres chiefly around his name, 

The idea is that while Hearst’s nomina- 
tion by the Democratic convention cannot 
prevented, the old-line Democrats 
should not be left to a choice between 
Hearst and Higgins. The latter is very 
unpopular in Erie, and it would be hard 
to find a Democrat who could be brought 
to vote for him. With Hearst and Hig- 
gins as the alternatives, the average old- 
line Democrat would go fishing. 
nomination of a Democrat for 
whom the old-line men could vote would 
obviate the difficulty, and, in the case of 
Jerome, they could vote with real enthu- 
slasm because they would believe he 
could be elected. 

A measure of Higgins’s unpopularity 
may be taken from the fact that one of 
the leading Republican officials here is 
telling his friends that in case Higgins is 
nominated he will come out for Hearst. 
The Governor’s interference with the 
processes of justice for the sake of sav- 
ing his friend Murray was “the last 
straw.’’ Long before Erie had been fu- 
rious against Higgins, but at this its 
wratn bolled over. 

“IT am prepared to make a statement 
which no one has made yet,” said State 
Committeeman Conners to THE Timps 
correspondent to-day. “‘Hearst already has 
enough votes to nominate him, counting 
those which will be cast by instructed del- 
egations and those pledged to him without 
instructions.

In 
Schenectady there are two contesting 
State Committeemen, the league is split, 
and many of the strongest Hearst men are 
staying out of the league because the 
leaders are unsatisfactory. In Buffalo 
there is a bitter internal war, which is 
driving the two factions further apart 
every day and is likely to end in whole 
sale resignations. 

The Hearst campaign here has been 
seized upon and run by four men, Her- 
bert T. Auerbach, William F Mackey, 
Viliam H. Cuddiback, and John C. Col- 
lins. How little of a real radical Auer- 
bach f may be gained from the fact that 
in 1904 he attached himself to the Guber- 
natorial candidacy of Charles W. Good- 
year, a capitalist, a gold Democrat, a 
conservative and an out-and-out antl- 
Bryan man. Mackey was once a State 
Senator. 

When the Hearst movement was started 
here last Spring, it was decided that the 
chief power should be vested in an Ex- 
ecutive Committee of thirty. Men were 

placed on this cOmmittee whose names 
would appeal to the public. One of them 
was C. B. Matthews, once the central fig- 
ure in a sensational litigation against the 
Standard Oil Company. He was the in- 
dependent operator whose plant is alleged 
to have been destroyed by men in the 
employ of the trust. Another man on the 
committee was A. J. Elias, a wealthy 
lumberman with radical views. A third 
was Dr. Thomas M. Crowe, formerly a 
Civil Service Commissioner and a man 
possessing the respect of everybody.

Mrs. Newlywed’s August Day Search for a Maidservant 
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VERY few months we hear of some person 
or some society starting out to solve the 
servant problem with a brain full of theories. 
Some of them say it will be solved if em- 
ployers pay proper wages. Some, that 
nothing is needed to make home a paradise 

and domestic work one long sweet song of content- 
ment except a prectical application of the Golden 
Rule. 

“Treat your servants as human beings, and all 
will be well!’’ say some of the would-be reformers. 

The papers publish letters from ill-treated maids, 
who say they do not have enough to eat and no 
place to sleep except on a board stretched across the 
bathtub, which, of course, they have to remove very 
early in the morning in order that members of the 
family may get their morning dips. 

“Good mistresses make good servants!” shout 
the theorists. ‘Pay your maids well, feed them 
well, treat them well, and you will live happily ever 
afterward! ”’

My husband and I started out married life last 
Spring with a whole lot of original and second-hand 
theories on the proper way to run a household 
without the wife’s becoming a domestic drudge, and, 
incidentally, with $60 a week to keep things going. 
Perhaps I should say merely $50 a week, for we 
agreed to “play” that we had only $50, because we 
started a savings bank account and pledged our- 
selves to lay by $10 a week there. The other $50 
we put in the check bank to draw on for current 
expenses. 

We found a flat in the Hundreds, where genteel, 
ambitious young lawyers, doctors, engineers, and 
journalists and their helpmeets did foregather. The 
apartment has every convenience one can desire, 
with five rooms, at a rental of $35 a month.

They 
disliked going into a new place at that time of year, 
with the risk of being out of work in midsummer. 
That seemed reasonable, so in June I locked up 
the apartment and told the elevator boy to take care 
of it, and my husband and I engaged board at a 
near-by village, where he could commute night and 
morning. 

We want to come back in September. The employ- 
ment agencies are all saying that now is the time 
to engage your “help” for the Fall, and last week 
i started in pursuit of the elusive maidservant. 

I advertised and paid high prices for long ad- 
vertisements, setting forth the advantages of what 
I had to offer. I visited the employment offices, and 
was made to feel that I really didn’t amount to mucl 
jn the economic or social scale when I made it known 
that.I wanted only one maid. 

“It is so difficult to get servants to go where 
only one is kept,’’ said a spectacled personage, wl 
wore a long black train and sat in a chair of state 
in one receiving office. 

“There are only the two of us,” I explained, 
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“We could not possibly find work or room for more 
than one maid, even if we could afford to hire two 
or three. I will send my husband’s shirts and my 
shirt waists out to the steam laundry. The rest of 
the washing and ironing will be easy and readily 
got through in two half-days. I often dine out with 
my husband, and of course he does not come home 
to luncheon. At noon I shall eat off a tray, because I

After a five days’ hunt for profitable employment 
in Chicago Miss Brown obtained a nominal position 
in a big department store, at a salary of $5 a week. 
Her place of operation was in a basement, among 
tinware, artificially. lighted and poorly ventilated; 
in fact, the only means of ventilation consisted of a 
double stairway, which let down the used-up at- 
mosphere from the main floor of the store. Of course 
the day’s work was extremely enervating under the 
circumstances. Miss Brown found a fairly clean 
boarding place at $4 a week, which left her only $1 
for incidental expenses and dress, which necessitated 
great economy. As she had no time to answer ad- 
vertisements personally she was obliged to rely on 
correspondence, and finally had the good fortune to 
secure a position as general office worker for a soap 
manufacturing concern at $7 a week. She was in- 
formed by her employer that she would be expected 
to make a good appearance at his desk on account 
of his business, which meant that every penny that 
she could possibly spare above the price of her bare 
living would have to go for dress. Still, the position 
was a pleasant one, so far as her relations with the 
business was concerned, for she received respectful 
treatment from every man with whom she was 
brought into the remotest contact. She left the of- 
fice after four weeks, and resumed her quest of ex- 
perience The third position required strictly per- 
sonal references, which Miss Brown could not give, 
for it had been agreed that she was to make her 
way unrecommended, in order to give due value to 
her experiments. She told her would-be employer 
frankly that she was a stranger in the city and 
could not therefore obtain references, whereupon he 
stated that he could not make use of her services, as 
the position involved great personal responsibility. 

For two weeks Miss Brown remained idle, and 
meanwhile she lived very precariously and walked 
many weary miles each day in search of employ- 
ment, and was finally obliged to accept a semi- 
menial position as mother’s help at $10 a month

woman in charge. “ Why don’t you decide to take 
two—one at twenty-five and a young girl at six- 
teen a month?” 

I thought of the tiny apartment, of the small 
bedroom so dainty, of the kitchen so perfect and 
yet so very small, and I grew too indignant to an- 
swer a word. I just turned round, held my head 
high above my limp collar and went home, where 
my husband waited to take me to a near-by res- 
taurant. 

* What luck?” he asked cheerily. 

And then I burst out crying. 

But the next day answers began coming in from 
the advertisements, and I had a renewed lease of 
confidence and trust. 

Three Gallaghers and four Kellys came and in- 
terviewed me. A widow with an only son, aged 
four, wanted the place. The deserted wife of an 
army officer, as she described herself, wept in my 
pretty parlor and declared that she had always had 
four servants of her own, and that although she did 
not know how to boil an egg she was sure she could 
learn. ‘Did I know how to boil an egg?” she 
asked me. 

“I know how to do all kinds of cooking and 
housework,” I replied. 

“Then you can teach me,” she said. 

“But I am not willing to teach you,” I rejoined. 

It resolves itself into this: Those who know how 
to do the work properly will not go where only one 
servant is kept. Those who do not know how te 
do it will come if I will teach them. 

But I am not willing to be a teacher and get 
no pay for my services. Every housewife expects 
to be obliged to show a new maid certain of her 
own particular and pecullar ways of doing a few 
things. But why she should become a kindergart- 
ner and pay the person whom she kindergartens is 
beyond my comprehension. 
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Low wages and teaching, too, make not so un- 
reasonable a combination. But high wages and 
teaching should not be expected. I should be will- 
ing to take a green immigrant from Sweden or Ger- 
many and teach her my ways of doing housework 
provided she would come to me the first six months 
and receive $2 a week wages. After that I would 
pay her $5 a week if she would sign a year’s con- 
tract. 

Immediately I think I hear the outcry against 
“contract labor.” Why should there be this objec- 
tion ‘to.contracts in domestic work? What employ- 
er is willing to take a green ,boy into his business 
ani teach him, paying him wages as a skilled work- 
man the while, and then have him leave and get 
still higher wages as soon as he has benefited by 
his teaching? 

And will somebody please advance a just theory 
concerning the matter of breakages? Green Helma, 
just from Sweden, is quite lfkely to break many of 
my fine and expensive china pjeces in the process 
of dish washing. Her hands are big and clumsy. 
Later she will learn how to handle dainty things, 
perhaps, but while teaching her I take the. risk of 
all breakages, I give her my. valuable time, and I 
pay her a good slice of my husband’s hard-earned 
salary. It seems to me she has the better part of 
the bargain. What have I in return? 

There was a green Helma who applied in answer 
to the advertisement, but I was not courageous 
enough to try her. Then came the Kellys and the 
Gallaghers. There were seven of them, and evcry 
one of them objected to “sleeping in.” 

They were willing to come to work at 8 in the 
morning and work till 6 or 7. Two were willing to 
stay till half-past 8. Then they must go to their 
own room which they hired in some dirty tenement, 
doubtless full of all sorts of vermin, which they 


and board. During that month she spent every spare 
hour in looking for other employment, and finally 
secured an engagement at a food demonstrating 
counter in a department store. Taking it all in all, the 
Chicago experience was less unpleasant than that 
of San Francisco, though neither was calculated to 
encourage the average working girl. 

The next seat of experiment was Pittsburg, where 
Miss Brown had the good fortune to obtain em- 
ployment at once in a cigar factory at $6 a week. 
Her boarding place was very unsanitary, and the 
locality was literally choked with smoke from the 
surrounding factories and docks. The field did not 
look promising, for the only remunerative work in 
demand was shorthand, which seemed to be in con- 
stant demand. There was a sprinkling of incidentals 
in the way of nursery governesses, seamstresses, 
flowermakers, and waitresses wanted here and there 
about the city, but generally the outlook was dull 
for the non-professional worker. Miss Brown tried 
five different occupations during her stay, and man- 
aged, by rigid economy, to pay her frugal expenses 
and save up the $5 necessary for her start in Atlanta. 
Her railway fare was supplied by her father, who 
stood in readiness to help her at a pinch, of course, 
but Miss Brown made out somehow without rein- 
forcements. 
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Atlanta offered still fewer opportunities ,than 
Pittsburg, and under vastly different social circum- 
stances. The newspapers carried very few want ad- 
vertisements, and those were generally of a purely 
domestic character. In business circles the attitude 
of the employer toward his prospective women em- 
ployes was slightly misleading, and generally ended 
in polite regrets; one very discouraging feature of 
Southern methods was the universal readiness to 
hold out promises of employment in the near future 
to women applicants—a mistaken courtesy, because 
strangers do not understand that it is merely the 
custom of the country. Miss Brown was encouraged 
to call the second time in a great many instances 
that led to disappointment and waste of carfares. 
The supply of workers was greatly in excess of the 
demand. Office positions were limited to expert 
stenographers and skilled bookkeepers, and most of 
these positions were filled by young men. Com- 
paratively few women were employed in the larger 
offices. 

Finally, in despair of obtaining other employment, 
Miss Brown took a temporary position in a cotton

The eight-hour day! Reformers and Socialistic 
workers aro shouting it in our ears. Why shouid 
not houseworkers have an eight-hour day as well as 
other laborers? they ask. 

My husband wants his breakfast on the stroke 
of 8. How then can he have it if the maid comes 
at 8? But let us say she agrees to arrive at 7:30. 
A half hour is plenty of time for preparing our 
simple meal. At midday, as I have said, I require 
the most easily prepared and served luncheon. The 
flat, with every modern improvement, makes work 
light and easy, and really eight hours are not re- 
quired for keeping it in perfect order. There is 
really nothing for the maid to do between 2 and 5 
o'clock. I do not mind her resting during those 
hours, provided she is nicely dressed and ready to 
answer the door bell and to serve a cup of tea to 
any visitors. 
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But at 5 o’clock she must begin to prepare din- 
ner. There is the soup to make ready, and then 
the vegetables and meats and fish must be pre- 
pared and cooked and the table set. We had ar- 
ranged to dine at half past 6. 

“Very well,” say the wise sociologists, “let tne 
maid go at 6:30, as soon as she has placed the food 
on the table. Indeed, you should have dinner at 6, 
so she can get off then.” 

Which arrangement would leave me to wait on 
the table, remove the dishes, brush up the crumbs, 
run back and forth from kitchen to dining room, 
with no opportunity for converse with my husband. 
In short, I become the waitress and clearer-away. 

Then comes the putting to rights of the dining 
room and the dish washing. I must do it myself or 
leave things until the arrival of the maid in the 
morning, both of which alternatives are unpleasant 
to me. 

There is the cry against “night work in the 
home,” but for the very life of me I am unable to 
see how it is to be abolished. Persons who call them- 
selves wise are continually telling us how beautifully 
and scientifically housework may be done if we will 
have it done by the plece or the hour. I have myself 
confessed that there cannot be eight full hours’ 
housework in my little home. “Then,” say they 
triumphantly, “why do you object to the eight-hour 
day?” 

I object to the eight-hour day because the eight- 
hour day ends just when the most important part 
of the work begins. Homes cannot be run like 
business offices, where work ceases at 5 or 6 o’clock. 
One must have dinner and one wants some one to 
cook and serve it. 

And the cooking and serving of the dinner ars 
not the only duties I require of a maid after 6 
o'clock. We shall doubtless have visitors on many 
an evening. We like a game of bridge with our 
friends, a reading of Shakespeare, a social chat. We 
are not of those who want to live by ourselves and 
to ourselves. And we want a.maid to open the 


goor to our friends, some one to teH caHers whether 


we are in or whether we are out. 

“Do this yourselves,” say the wise ones. “ You 
or your husband can surely open the door. It is not 
hard work.” 

It is not the work. It is the inconvenience of 
opening a door to some one whom one does not 
want to see. At other times, when one really does 
want to be alone and in négligée, there is the still 
greater inconvenience of having to let the bell ring, 
all unanswered. 

Bohemians who care nothing for the niceties and 
conventionalities of life may live after this fashion, 
but I contend that those of us who aspire to live 
after the manner of civilized society cannot. 

Still the servant problem goes on being “ solved,”

factory, which tided her over a hard week or two 
until she found an opportunity to renew her original 
quest, but she was unable to obtain anything better 
than a humble sewing task during the remainder 
of her stay in the city. The social conditions of work- 
ing women differed vitally from those of either of the 
other cities visited, as the Southern working woman 
seemed to be strictly confined to a very narrow 
circle of fellow-wage earners, with fewer privileges 
to better her condition than is generally the case in 
Northern cities. Broadly speaking, the Southern 
field is a@ very narrow one for non-professional 
women, 

Toward the end of May Miss Brown arrived in 
New York City a total stranger, without references 
and with only $5 in her pocket. She engaged a hall 
room in the vicinity of Irving Place for $2, and im- 
mediately set about a quest for employment by 
answering advertisements, both in person and by 
letter. Many of the advertisers required previous 
experience in manufacturing lines, and others de- 
manded references, but there were half a dozen op- 
portunities where neither of those requirements were 
mentioned. Miss Brown obtained employment on the 
third day at addressing envelopes for $1 a thou- 
sand. On the first day she was able to turn out 500 
legibly written envelopes; the second day 600, and 
before the week was ended she was making $1.25 
a day, which satisfied her regarding that particular 
branch of emergency work by which any moderately 
intelligent woman can make enough to save her from 
want. Her second experiment began a day after 
she gave up the addressing, in the line of artificial 
flower painting, at which she succeeded so well that 
she was offered a permanent position at the end of 
the second week at $8 a week to begin with, but 
as her object was not money-making she relinquished 
the position after three profitable weeks, and took the 
next thing that offered—a place in a fashionable 
Turkish bath establishment at $25 a month, with 
lunches thrown in. She pleased her employer so 
well that she was given a better offer before the 
week was up, including a free course in massage. 

In the meanwhile Miss Brown had been reading 
the daily papers diligently in quest of other op- 
portunities, and had run across an advertisement in 
which a lady offered board and lodging in exchange 
for light household duties. Miss Brown called, made 
arrangements to undertake the work of a pleasant 
little flat before and after business hours, which 
were, fortunately, short.

It is hard to keep up a light heart with a heavy 
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Employers are accused of lack of humanity to their 
maids. Fashionable employment agencies “ solve” 
things for fashionable and wealthy patrons who 
keep from four to ten servants, defining to a nicety 
the duties of cook, housemaid, lady’s maid, and 
footman. We who are less fashionable and wealthy, 
but with quite as much gentility—if not more—are 
left to shift for ourselves or recommended to apply 
th2 impossible, impracticable eight-hour rule to the 
running of our domestic machinery. We have a 
choice between greenhorns at $20 and $25 a month 
and day workers who leave just at the very time 
when their services are most needed. 

Nothing is left for us but to do our own work, 
thus becoming too engrossed and tired with house- 
hold duties to be fit companions for our husbands, 
or to give up altogether the idea of a home and fly 
to the apartment hofel or boarding house. 

And to the latter I have pledged myself never to 
fly. The discomforts and indecencles of married 
life in a boarding house, be it ever so well furnished 
a@ room and be it-.located looking out over Fifth 
Avenue, are things to which I have a set aversion. 

So there looms up in the very near future the 
apartment hotel with its servants, its restaurant, 
its telephone, and its cramped quarters, for, ef 
course, on our $50 a week we dare not aspire to 
more than a bedroom, parlor, and bathroom. With 
board for two these may be obtained in some hotels 
at the rate of $25 a week. In the nicer places the 
cost is $80. Then comes the whole of our laundry 
bill, to be kept down by a surreptitious washing 
out of small pieces in the bathroom, all against the 
printed rules and regulations. 

Then we must not forget to tip our waiter in 
the dining room, and an occasional tip to the ele- 
vator boy and the chambermaid. 

We shall have, perhaps, $20 left a week for 
clothes, sundries, my husband’s luncheons, cigars, 
and our theatre tickets. 

Shall we continue to put that little ten-dollar 
bill in the savings bank every week? Sometimes I 
wake in the night and wonder. We shall try very 
hard, and perhaps we can manage it. 
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Let us suppose we shall find, unfurnished, a ht- 
tle apartment hotel sulte for $20 a week with board 
for two. We have our own furniture, you see, and 
it would be a pity to store or sell it. So call it 
twenty, and add the laundry and the tips and make 
it twenty-five. We have still $35 left. Surely we 
can dress and have an occasional pleasure and our 
little savings-bank deposit out of that! Yes, but 
we shall not have a home. And we married with 
the idea of having a home. Somehow [ feel that it 
is a wife’s duty to give her husband a home. Once 
I said suddenly: “ Jack, I will do the work myself. 
I know how.” 

“TI won't allow it!” he 
shortly. 

Sixty dollars a week and not able to have a 
home in New York City! I hear the cynical exclaim- 
ing and smiling derisively over my dilemma. I 
hear the sociological reformers saying things be- 
hind my back and declaring that it is my own 
fault because I will not submit to the eight-hour 
day. I hear certain women asking why I don’t do 
the work myself despite my husband’s prohibition. 
“What have you to do the livelong day but keep 
your heme?” they ask. 

I have this to do, to keep my husband, and each 
heart knoweth its own duties as well as its own 
bitterness. 

So off to the apartment hotel till somebody 
solves the servant problem for the moderately 
financed, comfort-loving, respectable New York mid- 
dle class! 
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Mother’s helper was the next venture. Although 
the “mother” hesitated about taking an unrecom- 
mended young stranger into her home, she over- 
came her scruples in Miss Brown's favor, and en- 
gaged her at a salary of $18 a month and board. 
It was an unpleasant position on account of domestic 
friction, but it afforded food and shelter and suffi- 
cient money to tide a girl through a waiting period 
while looking for better employment. 

Miss Brown obtained a cashier's position in a 
“hurry” restaurant without references by making 
a small deposit. She finally succeeded in placing 
herself in the way of making a fine salary as an 
amanuensis. She sums up the result of her year’s 
experience as follows: ‘‘My series of experiments 
have proved, to me at least, that a healthy, indus- 
trious, fairly intelligent young woman of any creed 
or nationality can obtain honest employment in New 
York City without push or pull of any sort what- 
ever. There is no need of destitution or idleness 
among the strong and capable, even though they 
may not be skilled in any special branch of art. And, 
lastly, a girl need not be strikingly handsome or 
remarkable stylish in order to succeed in earning 
a good living in any of the numerous branches of 
industry open to women in our great metropolis. An 
agreeable, willing working girl can succeed nine 
times out of ten in New York City, four times in ten 
in Chicago, three times in Pittsburg, one in Atlanta, 
and once in fifty in the Far West.”

“iron family.” Nickel boils and distills readily 
and tranquilly; chromium requires a higher tempera- 
ture, one still higher, uranium a temperature 
higher than that of iron. Manganese is the most 
volatile of all. The metalloids can be distilled with 
equal ease. Carbon, at atmospheric pressure, passes 
in the electric furnace directly from the solid to the 
vaporous without assuming the liquid state. 

The interest of these experiments from 
every point of view is evident; but they possess a pe- 
culiar value, as Moissan himself has pointed out, in 
the light which they throw upon the probable tem- 
perature of the sun. On the surface of the sun the 
habitual condition of all those substances which on 
the earth we enaounter in the shape of solids is that of 
a vapor. In the so-cailed “ atmosphere” of the sun 
iron’ and other metals exist as floating clouds, and 
there is no direct evidence that the solar globe con- 
tains anything solid, although there are reasons for 
thinking that it may, nevertheless, possess a solid or 
at least liquid nucleus. 

All these facts have, of course, long been known, 
and yet the pfoblem of determining, even with a 
merely approximate degree of accuracy, the mean 
temperature prevailing on the sun is one which has 
hitherto defied definite solution. The various conclu-

Astronomers not very long ago entertained truly 
extravagant notions concerning the solar tempera- 
ture, some reckoning it as high as 10,000,000 degrees! 
Even Secchi, one of the most distinguished authori- 
ties on solar physics during the nineteenth century, 
estimated that temperature at no less than 1,500,000 
to 2,000,000 degrees. The researches of Pouillet, 
Violle, and others led them to divide these extreme 
estimates by 1,000, thus reducing the calculated tem- 
perature to only 1,500 to 2,000 or 8,000 degrees Centi- 
grade. One of the latest estimates, that of W. L. 
Wilson, returns somewhat in the direction of the 
higher estimates, but without approaching their ex- 
tremes. He puts the temperature at about 6,000 de- 
grees Centigrade for the visible surface of the sun, 
and at 6,800 degrees for the layers immediately un- 
derneath the solar ‘“‘ atmosphere,” the latter being 
supposed to exercise an absorptive action. 

Now for the bearing of Moissan’s experiments in 
the volatilization of metals and other solids en this 
question of the sun’s temperature. Inasmuch as 
those experiments demonstrate that all known sub- 
stances can be reduced by the electric arc to the va- 
porous state in which they are found on the sun, 
and, furthermore, inasmuch as the careful determi- 
nations made by M. Violle show that the maximum 
temperature of the electric arc does not exceed 3,500 
degrees Centigrade, the conclusion may be drawn that 
this same temperature of 3,500 degrees represents the 
probable maximum temperature of the sun.

But there are other considerations to be taken 
into account. In the first place, there are spectro- 
scopic phenomena indicating that the temperature of 
the gases composing the solar disk may be higher 
than that of those produced by distillation in the elec- 
tric arc; and in the second place,.as Moissan himself 
has taken the pains to point out, there is an impor- 
tant difference between the pressure exerted upon the 
solar gases and that to which the gases in the elec- 
tric furnace are subjected. All of the experiments of 
the French chemist have been conducted at the ordi- 
nary pressure of the terrestrial atmosphere. On the 
sun such pressure must necessarily be many times 
greater, since the force of gravitation at the solar 
surface exceeds that at the earth’s surface in the pro- 
portion of twenty-eight to one, With so great press- 
ure it is only to be supposed that the temperatures of 
ebullition for various substances are higher on the

Caiion Diablo is crossed, a volcanic rent some three 
hundred feet deep over which the train passes on 
a spider-web steel bridge, and where one longs to 
his train and make the journey of several 
miles to Meteorite Mountain—that is supposed to 
have been formed in its craterlike hollow by the 
falling of a colossal meteor from the sky.

Flagstaff is a thriving town with the 
wonderfully exhilarating air of Arizona altitudes on 
a charming plateau with a background of pine-clad 
heights, the Lowell Observatory gleaming whitely 
through trees on a hillside. This site was chosen 
by Prof. Percival Lowell on account of minimum of 
vibration in the air at Flagstaff. The atmosphere 
of this locality is singularly still and transparent, 
even for Arizona, and Mr. Lowell and his staff 
thereby obtain exceptionally good conditions for car- 
rying on their special work in astronomy—the ob- 
servation of Mars.

sun than the same temperatures on the earth. Just 
how great the difference may be we do not at present 
know, but M. Mgjssan believes that it cannot be suf- 
ficient to carry the temperatures of ebullition upward 
more than a few hundred, or perhaps a thousand, de- 
grees. 

Provisionally, then, as the result of his distillation 
of iron and the other metals, he concludes that the 
mean solar temperature lies somewhere between the 
2,000 to 3,000 degrees of Violle and the 6,000 to 7,000 
degrees of Wilson, and most probably approaches the 
former rather than the latter. Thus Moissan’s arti- 
ficial sun, created with the aid of electricity, forms 
in some degree a genuine miniature of the gigantic 
orb whose radiations render life possible in the solar 
system. 
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THE SEARCH FOR THE SECRET OF FLIGHT. 


During a recent voyage across the Atlantic the 
marvel of the bird’s flight was once again vividly 
impressed upon my mind. How far we still are 
from discovering the secret principle which ena- 
bles a gull or a petrel to play with the winds and 
to laugh at the boasted speed of the mightiest 
steamships! Expending but a tiny fraction of the 
power imparted by the motors now used for driv- 
ing aeroplanes, and possessing wings of no exces- 
sive size, these bold aerial navigators skim with 
ecntemptuous confidence the stormiest waves, and 
float, in a way which seems absolutely magical, 
upon invisible currents of air. Seeing them fol- 
low a ship, sometimes for a long interval with no 
perceptible motion of the wings, the watcher is 
tempted to think that they are drawn along by 
magnetic attraction, or-sustained in the atmosphere 
by electric repulsion from the ocean. 

Many investigators have thought that the only 
way to invent a means by which men may navi- 
gate the air is to discover, first, the secret of the 
bird. The late Prof. Langley meditated long upon 
that subject, and made many unexpected discover- 
ies concerning the supporting power not only of 
winjs but of imperceptible air currents. .Other ex- 
periments have followed the same line of investi- 
gation with equally surprising results; yet the real 
kernel of the secret has not been touched. 

Lately, however, a great ceal of atiention has 
been drawn in Europe to the experiments of this 
kind which are being conducted by Signor A. Ber- 
telli of Brescia, and which geem to promise most 


imyortant results, Believing that the strange sup-

Searchlights on the mountain peaks sweep a vast 
range of country where, instead of the primeval des- 
ert of a quarter of a century ago, are homes, schools, 
churches, and land under cultivation. The mountain 
snows are transmuted into water to irrigate the soil, 
which becomes richly productive. One finds intelli- 
gence, enterprise, and scientific development in al- 
most every region. ‘“‘ The blue zenith is the point 
where romance and reality meet,’”’ wrote Emerson, 
and he added, “I think if we should be rapt away 
with all our dream of heaven and should converse 
with Gabriel and Uriel, the upper sky would be all

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porting power of the bird’s wing is due to its para- 
bolic form—a belief which has always been more 
or less completely shared by others—Signor Bertelli 
has constructed a large number of ingenious devices 
by whose aid the influence of air currents on sur- 
faces resembling those of the wings of birds can be 
studied. These experiments differ from others in 
the fact that the investigator makes, at present, no 
attempt to construct flying models, but confines 
his attention to determining simply the relation be- 
tween certain winglike shapes and the influence of 
air blowing against them. Thus he has found that 
a sheet of cardboard bent into a parabolic curve 
behaves in a most extraordinary” manner when a 
current of air is driven against it. Whether the 
current comes from one side or the other, or from 
one end or the other, or whether it strikes the up- 
per or the under side of the cardboard, the effect 
is equally unexpected. The wing-mode] beats the 
air, and is even drawn, in certain circumstances, in 
the direction from which the current proceeds. 

In other words, it appears that the wind actually 
exerts an attractive influence upon a current sur- 
face of this kind, and herein, Bertelli thinks, is to 
be found an explanation of the singular power of 
the bird to maintain its position, without evident 
muscular effort, even in the face of powerful winds. 
One of the lessons graphically taught by these ex- 
periments is that by giving the proper curves to the 
exp93ed surfaces the size of the wings of geroplanes 
may be very greatly reduced. It remains to find 
mathematical formulae corresponding to the effects 
demonstrated by Signor Bertelli. The problem is 
not unlike those involved in the explanation of the 
power of an ascending jet of water to keep a ball 
balanced and suspended in the air, or that of the 
curious curves imparted to a baseball as it darts 
from the hand of the pitcher across the plate.

All of these phenomena are of such a nature 
that they never would have been discovered by @ 
priori reasoning. Existing facts compelling their 
own recognition have called for an explanation, and 
it is the same with the unlooked-for effects pro- 
duced by the winds and air-currents upon wing- 
shaped gurfaces. Nature always knows what she 
is about, and there can be no doubt that if man is 
ever to fly he must first find out the way in which 
nature renders flight possible to those creatures 
who are bom with the proper apparatus for taking 
edvantage of the facilities she offers.

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Men and Measures in F.ngland Discussed by an M. P. 


R. C. Lehmann on the Adjournment of Parliament, the Results of 
the Session, and the Personalities It Has Brought to the Fore. 


OUSE OF COMMONS, Aug. 1, 1906.—The sea- 
son is over, London is journalistically sup- 
posed to be empty, and even the House of 
Commons, submitting to the universal desire 
for a change, is about to close its doors and 
to scatter its 670 members‘ over the four 
quarters of the globe. To be sure the session 

is not really at an end. This is a democratic Parlia- 
ment, the members of which are imbued with a desire 
for hard work and a determination to carry out to its 
fullest extent the mandate intrusted to them by the 
country. They will, therefore, meet again on the 23d 
of October and sit till within a few days of Christmas 
in order to work at those bills which the exigencies of 
time have prevented them from completing up to the 
present. But unquestionably the most important part 
of the session is past and the Government presents 
itself before the bar of public opinion for judgment 
upon its record of achievement. How, then, does the 
Government stand? 
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If we are to believe the hack orators of the Con- 
servative Party and some of their faithful organs in 
the press, there never was a Government so ineffect- 
ive and so utterly lost to all sense of decency. The 
army, we are told, has been destroyed, the navy has 
been enfeebled, and the empire generally has received 
a series of staggering blows which will inevitably 
produce its ruin. The Church of England, moreover, 
has been placed in peril, and true religion, having 
been banished from the schools, is about to disappear 
finally from the country. Such are the denunciations 
which many an apoplectic Colonel and many a jolly 
red-faced Squire and not a few plump, well-fed par- 
sons are showering upon the ears of such audiences 
as can be induced to listen to them. The audiences 
applaud, but they are not convinced. They go about 
their usual business with perfect equanimity, collect 
(or pay) their rents, marry off their daughters, 
preach their sermons with every usual variety of 
tediousness, and show no disposition whatever to 
abandon a country from which, if their spokesmen 
were worthy of credit, they ought to be flying at the 
very first opportunity. 

The truth is that the Government has done very 
well. It was placed in power to do certain work and 
(which is perhaps even more important) to remedy 
certain mischiefs brought upon the country by the 
Conservatives. The work is being done, the mis- 
chiefs are in process of removal, and the country on 
the whole is fairly satisfied with those whom it 
placed in high office. 

From the welter of debate and the turmoil of our 
Parliamentary proceedings, so far as they have gone, 
three figures emerge with special d First 
is the Prime Minister, Sir Henry Campbell-Banner-

man. His speech before the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union has marked him out as a man who under- 
stands his countrymen and can express in a brilliant 
phrase what they have in their minds, and it has i 
creased the enthusiastic devotion which 

him by the members of the Liberal Party. 

indeed is more remarkable in the politics of the day 
than the mastery which the Prime Minister has ob- 
tained over the affections of his supporters and the 
respect of the men of all parties throughout the 
country. It is recognized that during the South 
African war, when the light of Liberalism burned 
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low and the ancient ideals of the party seemed to be 
overwhelmed by the furious tide of jingoism that 
poured in upon us from Johannesburg and Birming- 
ham, it was Sir Henry who, wtth unfaltering courage 
and sagacity, maintained the unequal fight and kept 
the flag flying. 

Since then the feelings of his countrymen have 
changed, and when the new Government was formed 
it was realized that of all the Liberal leaders Sir 
Henry alone was qualified to be Prime Minister. In 
the House of Commons at the present moment his 
suprefacy is unquestioned. He has not the im- 
petuosity or the fire of Mr. Chamberlain, but he 
has a solidity of character and a genial shrewdness 
which nature has denied to the chief of the tariff re- 
formers. Mr. Arthur Balfour surpasses him in the 
dexterity of his dialetics, but Sir Henry has humor, 
common sense, and a force of conviction which no 
one can attribute to Mr. Balfour. Sir Henry can 
abate a pompous gentleman or mitigate a bore or 
stave off the brilliant and impassioned assaylt of a 
rhetorician with perfect courtesy and deadly effect. 
He cannot always be in the House of Commons, for 
Lady Campbell-Bannerman is seriously ill and a 
great part of Sir Henry’s short leisure is spent at 
her bedside; but when he is in his place on the front 
bench his presence makes itself felt at once. He is, 
in fact, the greatest personal asset of the Government 
and the party both in the House and in the country 
at large. 3 8 * 

The second is the Minister of Education, Mr. Au- 
gustine Birrell, and the third is the Under Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, Mr. Winston Churchill. Of 
Mr. Birrell, as a writer of great versatility and 
charm, you in America probably know as much as 
his own countrymen. His delightful essays and his 
literary biographies have been read by thousands 
who have never heard his voice or submitted to the 
charm of his agreeable personality. But Mr. Birrell 
has always been much more than a literary man. To 
begin with, he has been a barrister in good practice, 
80 highly considered that he was appointed to deliver 
lectures to law students on the difficult subject of 
trusts. Until 1900, when the khaki flood over- 
whelmed him and many another good man, he had 
sat in the House of Commons as a private member 
and had earned a great reputation as a witty and ac- 
complished speaker. He has since been President of 
the National Liberal Federation, and has been able 
to steer a true course in times of storm and darkness. 
Now he is Minister of Education, and as such has 
had to bear, practically alone and unaided, the brunt 
of the session’s work. For many a weary week he 
has sat confronting an opposition which, it must be 
remembered, was not confined to the Conservative 
benches. 

During all this time of stress and trial he has 
n unfailing good humor and an alertness 
which were proof against all the weariness 
of incessant iteration and survived even through the 
barren theological controversies on the Educational 

ll, of which Mr. Birrell was the official author and 
lj On Monday last he had his reward. The 

bill was down for its third reading, and when the 
time came for Mr. Birrell to wind up the debate pre- 
vious to the division there was a great muster of 
members to hear him. Hitherto Mr. Birrell had dealt 


preserved a 
of mind 


in cool reason, pleasant humor, and occasional chaff. 
On this occasion he cast off his fetters and in passage 
after passage of high and impassioned oratory ap- 
pealed to the House on behalf of his bill and for the 
children for whom it was designed. The effort was a 
great one and made a profound impression upon the 
House. A few minutes after Mr. Birrell had sat 
down the bill had passed its third reading by a great 
majority of votes and had been sent up to the House 
of Lords for the next and more perilous stage of its 
parliamentary career. 
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Yesterday it was the turn of Mr. Winston Church- 
ill. This young gentleman—he is not yet thirty-two 
years old—has succeeeded in riveting the attention 

‘and exciting the interest of men. As a son of Lord 
Randolph Churchill, he started in public life with 
many advantages, but his natural abilities have been 
of greater use to him than any adventitious aids 
given by his birth. His father was the creator, and 
for many years the idol, of the Tory democracy. He 
flung himself furiously against the ramparts of ob- 
stinacy, stupidity, and aristocratic privilege which 
are the ordinary defences of his party. For a long 
time he carried everything before him, but at last, in 
a moment of rashness, he was thrust back and shat- 
tered. He lived on for some years, but his career 
was over and in the end ill health came upon him and 
a premature death carried him off. Had he lived on 
in the enjoyment of health he would probably. have 
been acclaimed as a leader by the Liberals whom he 
had so often denounced and foiled, for at heart he 
was a democrat with the fullest popular sympathies. 
Now his son has appeared and seems destined to 
complete the father’s career. 

Winston Churchill has been a soldier, a war cor- 
respondent, a novelist; he has written an admirably 
lucid account of Lord Kitchener’s Soudan campaign, 
and has denounced in scathing terms that great Gen- 
eral’s desecration of the Mahdi's tomb and his cal- 
lousness both toward the enemy’s wounded and his 
own. He has been a Conservative member of Parlia- 
ment, but he had all his father’s democratic sym- 
pathies and he was a convinced free trader. Thus it 
came about that when Mr. Chamberlain opened his 
fight for protection Mr. Winston Churchill crossed 
the floor of the House and enrolled. himself in the 
ranks of the Liberals. When the Liberal Govern- 
ment was formed he was appointed Under Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, an office which, though it 
does not carry Cabinet rank, is almost of equal im- 
portance, for since the Secretary of State, Lord 
Elgin, is in the House of Lords, it falls upon Mr. 
Winston Churchill to represent the department and 
to explain its policy in the House of Commons. 

Yesterday he laid before the House a statement of 
the new constitution which is to be granted to the 
Transvaal. This constitution has been for the past 
few weeks the subject of many hopes and fears. A 
deputation of so-called progressives from the Trans- 
vaal has come over to protest against it in advance, 
and all the financial magnates, whose schemes have 
been the curse of South Africa, have been passing 
through fits of terror at the idea that the Boers 
might perhaps obtain such a share of power and in- 
fluence -as their numbers entitled them to. They 
were forced to admit—for there it stood in plain black 
and white—that the treaty of Vereeniging promised

the Transvaal a representative government. All they 
could say was that the present time was not propi- 
tious, with a hint that no time within the next few 
years would be more favorable. 

Fortunately the Government has disregarded 
these fears. The scheme unfolded by Mr. Churchill 
in a speech of perfect tone and temper comes to this: 
Acting on the report of a commission which has in- 
vestigated the subject on the spot, the Government 
will tmmediately issue letters patent establishing 
self-government in the Transvaal. There is to be a 
Legislative Assembly consisting of sixty-nine mem- 
bers elected by single-member constituencies ar- 
ranged on the basis of numbers provided by the 
adult male voters resident therein. I mention this as 
opposed to the population basis which is the rule in 
this country. A population basis in the Transvaal 
would, it is alleged, bear hardly on the British, who 
are mainly bachelors congregated in the Rand, and 
would give an undue advantage to the Boers, who 
are mainly married men with families. Every British 
subject (except soldiers and officers ‘of the garrison) 
who has reached the age of twenty-one and has re- 
sided for six months in the Transvaal is to be en- 
titled to a vote. To the Rand, in which there is an 
enormous British preponderance, thirty-three seats 
will be allotted; Pretoria, in which the forces are 
more evenly balanced, is to have six seats, while the 
rest of: the Transvaal, in which the Boers predomi- 
nate, will have thirty. The Speaker, on his election 
to the chair, will vacate his seat. No distinction will 
be made between the British language and the Dutch, 
and every orator will be allowed to sway his audience 
with the language he happens to prefer. 

So far, as you will agree, the constitution is thor- 
oughly democratic. Now, however, comes an ele- 
ment which it is not easy to defend. There is to be 
@ second chamber consisting of fifteen members 
nominated in the first instance by the Crown, i. e., 
by the Home Government, any vacancies that may 
occur in it being filled up by the Gavernor of the 
Transvaal, acting on the advice of the Transvaal 
Government. This chamber, however, is not to be a 
permanent one. It is to exist merely during the term 
of the first Legislative Assembly (that is for five 
years) and that Assembly is to design a scheme for 
an elective second chamber which is to succeed the 
nominated one. 

At this point Mr. Churchill turned to deal with the 
question of Chinese labor, and it may be sid at once 
that his pronouncement on the subject gave deep 
satisfaction to those who in the House and the coun- 
try have fought against this hateful addition to the 
troubles of the Transvaal. The letters patent grant- 
ing the constitution will fix a date (probably a year 
hence) when the regulations by which the Chinese 
have been imported will be abrogated. The con- 
stitution will further contain a clause stipulating in 
distinct terms “ that no law will be assented to (by 
the King) which sanctions any conditions of service 
or residence of a servile character.” 
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At this a great burst of cheering came from the 
Liberals. They have gained their point, and Chinese 
slavery is to be brought to an end. Mr. Churchill re- 
ferred at some length to plans for encouraging the 
supply of Kaffir labor for the mines and for making 
an experiment in the direction of white labor, but

with these I need not detain you. He ended his 
speech, as he began it, with a powerful appeal for the 
co-operation of all parties in the great work of estab- 
lishing the new constitution. This co-operation he 
was not destined to receive. One after another the 
spokesmen of the Opposition arose and denounced the 
scheme. Mr. Balfour, indeed, outdid his colleagues 
in the fury and recklessness of his invective. When 
he sat down only a minute was left before the debate 
would come automatically to an end. This fraction 
of time the Prime Minister seized. He sprang to his 
feet and his voice rang through the crowded House: 
“I wish to say only one thing,” he cried, “and it is 
this: In all my parliamentary career I have never 
heard a more unworthy, a more mischievous, or a 
more unpatriotic speech.” 

After the word “unworthy,” however, only the 
immediate neighbors of Sir Henry heard what he 
said. The Tories yelled protestations, the Liberals 
cheered enthusiastically, and so, in a state of high 
excitement, we trooped into the division lobbies and 
by a huge majority gave our approval to this charter 
of freedom for the Transvaal.

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French and German Views 
of British Disarmament 


HE announcement of important reductions in 
the British naval programme is regarded 
with distrust in Germany and with benevo- 
lent skepticism in France. The German 
Government has placed itself on record that 
it will only take part in the next Hague 

Conference on condition that the question of limit- 
ing armaments should not be raised. Consequently 
there is no political party in Germany with the ex- 
ception of the Socialists which advocates a reduc- 
tion. At the present time Germany, it is main- 
tained, cannot reduce her armed forces, either on 
land or on sea, Her geographical position will not 
permit of it, and the burden of cost which her arma- 
ments impose is a trifle compared with the cost of a 
disastrous war, the inevitable result of inadequate 
preparation. 

If England, the Berliner Neueste Nach- 
richten, really other nations to begin the 
process of disarmament, let her lead the way by re- 
ducing her naval budget to the level of that of the 
power next below her. Germany would then believe 
that England is serious. With her naval budget re- 
duced to the level of that of France, England would 
still have an enormous lead of other maritime 
powers. 

The Leipziger Tageblatt, one of the leading Pan- 
German organs, says that to order three Dread- 
noughts and then to talk of reduction of armaments 
is official hypocrisy. 

Le Temps of Paris, commenting upon the sub- 
jects, presents conservative French attitude as fol- 
lows: ‘“*‘ When members of the British or French 
Parliament take an engagement to work for the re- 
duction of armaments and to create a movement of 
public opinion in that direction, their promises are 
not vain, because in both countries Parliament really 
holds sovereign power; but when, on the contrary, 
the same engagement is taken by members of the 
Reichstag, what is it worth? 

“‘In France the Chamber does what it wills. In 
Germany it does what the Emperor wills, or, more 
exactly, the Emperor does what he wills, whether 
Parliament likes it or not. What, then, do they 
signify, these pacifist ‘jeu de paume’ oaths, when 
some of those who make them bring the reality of 
power and responsibility, and others only fictions? 
Our pacifists will keep their word and begin their 
propaganda, and some fine morning, as during 
the Morocco business, they will find that their for- 
eign colleagues have lagged behind, and that we are 
playing the game of military enfeeblement alone, 
‘Grand merci! ’

®S there is a majority in the French Deputies 
united for the abolition of capital punish- 
ment, it is quite conceivable that a law ex- 
pressing this majority’s sentiment will 
shortly be passed in France. In anticipa- 
tion of such a law the Committee of Ways 
and Means has just voted to abolish the estimates 
for the salary and expenses of the public executioner, 
which amount to $3,400 a year. Since the abolition 
of the guillotine in the Place de la Roquette three 
or four years ago no executions have taken place in 
aris, although the executioner himself has had 
plenty to do in the provinces. 

For many years the office of Monsieur de Paris 
as it was called, was held by M. Deibler, who might 
occasionally be seen traveling about France in pur- 
suit of his gruesome duty. His clothes, a long black 
frockcoat; his face and expression, pale and sombre, 
all seemed in charming accord with his profession. 
Scaffoldings of the guillotine were always kept at 
places of execution. But M. Deibler alone kept the 
axe, (la veuve—the widow—French criminals call it,) 
which he carried about with him in a black Turkish 
morocco case.

Concerning the Story of 
Austro-German Intervention 


HE conclusions drawn from the meeting of 

the German and Austrian Kaisers at Schédn- 

brunn by Alexandre Ular and the Novoe 

Vremya and the Rossia of St. Petersburg 

are questioned in certain quarters. The 

nature of the “Alleged Austro-German 
Pact to Aid the Czar” was explained in these col- 
umns last week. 

The Rossia’s article stating that the 
Hungarian Government and the German 
ment were prepared to intervene provided the Rus- 
sian Institution asked aid to maintain its autocracy 
should be considered in the light of the status of 
that paper and in view of its relation to the Rus- 
sian Government. The article in question appeared 
on July 20. On June 9 a confidential circular was 
sent out by the Russian Ministry of the Interior to 
the various Russian Governors asserting that the 
Government had taken steps to provide a medium 
through which authoritative official news might 
alone be circulated. The circular contained these 
paragraphs: 

“With this end in view, an agreement has been 
made with Actual State Councilor Voeikof and Capt. 
Briskorno of the Guards, retired, the proprietors of 
the journal Rossia, published in St. Petersburg, in 
accordance with which the said newspaper shall, on 
and after June 8, be enlarged to the usual size of 
political journals, and shall, moreover, be made @ 
medium for the publication of all matters relating 
to projects of law, acts, intentions, and measures of 
the Government and the representatives of author~- 
ity, under the immediate control and active co- 
operation of the bureau for the periodic press, de- 
pendent on the Central Bureau for the Regulation of 
Printed Publications. 

“In directing the special attention of your Ex- 
cellency to the said significance of the leading arti- 
cles and the information relating to general ques- 
tions and events of the day published in this jour- 
nal, I urgently desire your Excellency to address all 
information to which it may appear to you neces- 
sary or desirable to give publicity through the me- 
dium of the Rossia to the Central Bureau for Print- 
ed Publications section for the press.” 

This circular appears to bestow authority on the 
article which appeared in the Rossia of July 20. At 
any rate, the Social Democrats of the late Duma, 
the Peasants’ Union, the Social Revolutionaries, the 
Social Democratic Workingmen’s Party, and the 
Russian Railway Union consider the article authori- 
tative and official. Representatives of these bodies 
drew up and issued to the peasants of Russia @& 
manifesto dated July 30. In this manifesto, which is 
a fierce rhetorical appeal to the peasants to take up 
arms against the national and local authorities, oc- 
curs this passage: 

“Our Government has gone to such lengths that 
the Austrian and German Emperors have placed 
their troops at the disposal of the Czar’s Govern- 
ment for war with the Russian people. This is 
clearly conspiracy with foreigners against the Fa-

the Government. This is a betrayal of the Father-~ 
land. Down with the illegal Government! No one 
has a right to submit to it, and it is criminal to ex- 
ecute its decrees.”

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London Motor Omnibus Panic 


HE panic aroused’ in the early Victorian era 
against the substitution of railways for 
coaches, and in the seventies against that of 
gas for sperm and kerosene oil, is being re- 
revived in a perfect storm of abuse against 
the attempt in London to substitute motor 

omnibuses for the old-fashioned two-in-’an’ ‘bus, 
Just as in the thirties of the last century it was sol- 
emnly declared that vegetation and animal life would 
be annihilated by the twin plagues of smoke and 
dust, so now Prof. Sir James Dewar gravely tells the 
Londoners that the motor omnibuses will fill the 
lungs with the poisonous fumes of sulphur and car- 
bon dioxide. 

Nor is he alone against the innovation. Sir Edward 
Henry, the Commissioner of Police, bolsters up the 
argument with statistics. He proves by his figures 
that accidents are of more frequent occurrence than 
in the old times and that public property has been 
greatly injured by the motor omnibuses—lampposts 
carried away, curbing torn up, sidewalks invaded, 
and even the fronts of shops and dwellings occa- 
sionally torn open and the sacred interiors revealed 
to gaping crowds. Among the fatalities on his list 
are the records of several persons who are said to 
have died from heart disease brought on by ex- 
cessive speed. 

Londoners in general are rallying to the standards 
of these defenders of archaic customs. Not so the 
press, which sagely remarks that if the present motor 
omnibus companies cannot overcome the ills which 
their vehicles are accused of bearing, others will be 
found with more improved motor cars and more skill- 
ful chauffeurs. ‘‘ Make no mistake,” says the press, 
“The eyes of the world are upon us. The motor 
omnibus has come to stay.”

To Prohibit Juvenile Smoking 


HE Select Committee of the British House of 
Lords, among other legislation recommended 
for the suppressing of juvenile smoking in 
England, has decided to accept and present 
to the House a measure drawn up by Sir 
Ralph Littler, of which the principal pro« 

visions are as follows: 

“Every person who knowingly sells any descrip- 
tion of cigarettes to any child under the age of 16 
shall be liable to a penalty of not exceeding 40s. for 
the first offense, and not exceeding £5 for any subse- 
quent offense. 

“Every child under the age of 16 who shall be 
found in possession of cigarettes or found smoking 
tobacco in any form shall upon conviction be lable 
to a penalty of not excéeding 40s. for each offense, 
and shall be subject to the provisions of the Youthful 
Offenders’ act, 1901.” 

To these the committee thinks the following ad@~ 
tions desirable: 

“Police constables should be empowered to stop 
all youths apparéntly under 16 seen smoking in any 
public place, and they should also be allowed to con- 
fiscate any tobacco found upon them. 

*“‘Local authorities should be allowed to extend 
some of these powers to park keepers, schoolmasters, 
and others by means of by-laws. 

‘Some provision should exempt children who ar@ 
genuinely employed by their fathers to fetch tobacca@ 


for them.”

Many of them had for years saved a few pennies 
each day, denying themselves even the bare necessi- 
ties of life, in order to realize the price of a steerage 
ticket to this mystical land of wealth. The cost of the 
ticket meant many. a supperless night. Then with 
light hearts and an abundance of ambition they trav- 
eled across the ocean, to find another cup of bitter 
disappointment awaiting them, filled to the brim by 
watchful immigration officials.

Insanity among immigrants is daily increasing. 
The matron in charge of the women’s quarters on 
Ellis Island explains that -homesickness and lack of 
knowledge of the English .language are the chief 
causes of mind derangement among female aliens. 
This is more so the case with servant girls who are 
permitted to land, but who later become insane and 
must be returned to their native lands. For three 
years after landing aliens are under the watchful 
eyes of the Government, and if during this period of 
probation they in any way step aside from the strict 
laws governing their conduct they are liable to be re- 
turned without notice. Matrons are kept busy trav- 
eling throughout the country and collecting female 
aliens who are found undesirable even after having 
been permitted to land.

Young girls from Europe arrive on every ship to meet 


lovers who had gone before to prepare the nest. 
These girls from Europe are simple in their ways 
and modestly look forward to a simple life in a little 
home, and wish for nothing more than to be looked 
on as good housekeepers and mothers. The swain 
knows this and appreciates the girl's worth until he 
meets in this country girls of his own nationality 
who have been here for some time and have acquired 
somewhat the atmosphere of individuality that sur- 
rounds the real American girl. This is a novelty to 
the rustic fresh from the fields in Hungary or Rus- 
sia, and with but little difficulty he soon forgets his 
promises made to the fair maid across the water. 
When the sweetheart arrives from Burope she often 
finds that her intended does not claim her at the 
island, so in tears and vowing vengeance on the fickle 
swain, she returns home at the expense of the steam- 
ship company by which she traveled to this country. 
Cases of this character are very common on the 
island,

Wait unfil you have taken the ele- 
vated; then look down through the crowded streets 
near the Battery; observe the congested state of the 
street traffic, and where thousands are battling for 
daily bread. This sight knocks out sentiment with

HE Hotel Knickerbocker, complete in every 
detail and with every fitting and bit of fur- 
niture in its proper place, will throw open its 
doors without fail on the morning of Oct. 1.

The Knickerbocker, when it zgettles down for busi- 
ness, will not only be the newest of the notable hotels 
of New York, but in many respects it will be differ- 
Its fittings, many of them, 
come from Europe. Many of the lines along which it 
will be run are born of the European observations of 
its lessee, who spent seven months abroad that he 
might look into the first-class foreign hotels at close 
range, and take the best from them. 

Fifteen stories high, built of terra cotta and lime- 
stone, and finished in French Renaissance style, the 
hotel boasts a frontage on Broadway of considerably 
more than 100 feet and on Forty-second Street of 186 
feet. Two stories are below the street level, and there 
are two entrances from the Subway.

‘zg 2 The Cab Taxameter and How It Works 


HE taxameter, a device to prevent extortion 
by cabmen, registers the charge both accord- 
ing to distance and according to time. It 
shows the total amount taken in for passen- 
gers, for “‘extras,’”’ such as trunks, valises, 
and bags, and it shows the entire number of 

trips made by the vehicle in which it is placed. It is 
a sort of combination of a clock and a cyclometer. 

In a four-wheeler the taxameter is put with its 
face showing through the front window, so that the 
passenger inside sees it all the time. In a hansom it 
is placed on the box with the driver, with its face 
to the side. 

If the minimum charge is 50 cents, as it is in New 
York, the mechanism is set accordingly, the numer- 
als “50” showing in the rectangular space on the 
left-hand side. For every fifth of a mile after the 
first, 10 cents more is registered. If the vehicle 
stops, then the clock begins to work, and the register 
shows 10 cents for every six minutes that the hack is 
not moving. When the hack starts again then the 
clock stops and the device works by distance again. 
The apparatus is connected with the rear wheel. 

The little space‘on the right shows the number of 
passengers. In New York there is no need of this, 
because two persons can use a cab as cheaply as one. 
The price here is based on the size of the vehicle 
and on the distance it goes or the time ocoupied in 


the tracks will: make the hotel accessible by either 
uptown or downtown trains. 

The very latest ideas in hoteldom are embodied in 
the building. It has its own refrigerating, electric 
light, and steam heating plants. There are 556 sleep- 
ing rooms and 400 baths, constituting accommoda- 
tions for about 1,000 guests. It has a restaurant 
capacity, including the banquet rooms and private 
dining rooms, of 2,000. The kitchen, 72 by 136 feet, 
is well able to take care of a regiment at a time. 

The grillroom and men’s café are located on the 
Subway level, and the barber’s shop, manicuring and 
chiropodist establishments are also on this floor. The 
management has believed from the first that, by vir- 
tue of its central location and its nearness to the the- 
atres and other places of amusement, the hotel would 
be a great place for banquets and after-the-show 
parties. For this reason many private dining rooms, 
for parties of from ten to seventy-five persons, have 
been provided, with a main banquet hall seating 550. 

The hotel is so arranged as to provide suites of 
different sizes. There is a nurses’ hall on the second 
floor. The elevator service is ample, and there are 
local and long-distance telephones in each apartment. 

It isn’t every hotel man who plans his hotel to suit 
his own ideas, but that is exactly what James B. Re- 
gan, lessee of the Hotel Knickerbocker, has done. In 
every particular his wishes. have been deferred to by 
both owner and architect. 

It was his record which won him his twenty-one- 
year lease. He didn’t have to find any backers or 
indorsers when he went after it, but got what he 
went after because he had never undertaken more 
than he could fulfill, and because he is known as a 
man who lives up to his promises. 

Those who know him best know that he knows 
the hotel business from the bottom to the top. 
They know that he started in, when a boy of six- 
teen, at the very bottom of the ladder. He is only 
forty-one years old now, but every year of the 
twenty-five which have marked his career stands 
for something learned and a step up in the world. 
He doesn’t look his age, either. Smooth shaven and 
ruddy of complexion, he could easily pass for a man 
half a dozen years younger. 

He got his start at the old Earle’s Hotel, away 
downtown. He was connected at different times 
with the Buckingham, the Grenoble, the old Colo- 
nial Club, and the Hoffman House. After working 
for other people until he thought he had better put 
some of the things he had learned to work for him, 
he looked over the situation in and around New 
York and came to thé conclusion that a high-class 
inn or roadhouse, to which the better class of New 
Yorkers might drive in the afternoons and evenings 
and find a well-cooked meal and properly cooled 
wines awaiting them, was badly needed. The de- 
cision meant the Woodmansten Inn, now famous, 
which he launched on Pelham Parkway. 

When he took hold the inn was a private house. 
There was grass in the yard several feet high. The 
paper was falling from the walls. After remodel- 
ing and outfitting came the time that tried his soul. 

For a time the receipts were not more than a few 
dollars a day, but finally things began to pick up, 
and when the inn was sold the receipts were running 
well over $1,000 a week. 

While managing the inn Mr, Regan also took 
charge of the Pabst Hotel, where the Times Building 
now stands. The hotel was prospering finely and do-

$2.20. 

More than 7,000 taxameters are used in Paris, 
They are not required by law, but have been adopt- 
ed because they are considered to be to the advan- 
tag of the hack owners. Drivers who are paid accord- 
ing to the taxameter cannot “hold back’’ any money 
from the owners, for the figures show just how much 
they have taken in. 

The Prefect of Police in Paris has been quoted as 
saying that 95 per cent. of the public vehicles of that 
city are equipped with taxameters, and that a great, 
incréase in cab travel is the result of the innovation. 
The instruments are required by law in Germany, 
and there are about 15,000 in the entire country. 
There is some agitation in London for the installa- 
tion of taxameters. 

The taxameter mechanism is in a metal case that 
protects it against damp and dust. The device can 
be attached to any vehicle, whether driven by horse 
or motor power. It is securely locked, so that even 
if the cabman knew how, he could not manipulate it,

; Actresses Who Married 
Into the Nobility. 


N the Pictorial Section to-day are 
reproduced the photographs of five 
of the so-called ‘‘ actresses’’ who 
have become the wives of British 
peers. Others there are—a score, 
at least; but the five selected are 
salient exemplars of the type of 

stage women that has found most favor 
in the eyes of the pace-going members of 
the House of Lords. Three of the five 
are English girls, so far as is known, al- 
though there was a story at the time of 
her marriage that Rosie Boote was of 
Irish birth. The two others, Anna Robin- 
son and Frances Belmont, are of Amer- 
ican birth, and, oddly enough, the only 
members of the pictured quintet who 
had more than a merely tentative right 
to describe themselves as ‘‘ actresses.” 

Anna Robinson and her sister, Margaret, 
first came into the public eye in 1892 as 
members of the cast of Franklin Fyles’s 
‘The Governor of Kentucky,” which 
William H. Crane produced in the Fifth 
Avenue Theatre. They had the r6éles of 
twin sisters, and looked enough alike, in 
character, for all the purposes of stage 
illusion. It was not until a season later, 
however, that Anna got her vogue as a 
professional beauty. Charles H. Hoyt, 
the playright, withdrew his handsome 
wife, the late Caroline Miskel, from the 
leading woman’s role in his farce of “A 
Temperance Town,’’ with the promise to 
complaining theatre owners that he would 
send them another actress quite as good 
to look upon. 

Curlosity was thus centred upon Mrs. 
Hoyt’s successor, who proved to be Miss 
Robinson. That was, for all purposes of 
record, the beginning and end of her 
actual stage career. She continued to 
live, move, and have her being among 
those folk who are of the stage rather 
than on it—the set that is sometimes dig- 
nified, if not quite flattered, by being re- 
ferred to as New York’s “upper Bo- 
hemia."”” A score of times she was men- 
tioned in print as on the eve of marry- 
ing this or that member of the jeunesse- 
doreé set; among others, the son of a 
United States Senator. She subsequent- 
ly went to London, was prevailed upon to 
take a réle in a modern comedy of no im- 
portance, and soon thereafter came the 
announcement of her marriage to the 
Earl of Rosslyn. 

The Earl’s own career had been quite 
as interesting, in its way, as Miss Robin- 
son’s; and their marriage was a genuine 
surprise, inasmuch as he is far from 
wealthy. He had scandalized his family 
by going on the stage in the London 
production of Pinero's ‘“‘ Trelawny of the 
Wells,’”’ and, later, by publicly proclaim- 
ing that he had devised a plan whereby 
he could beat the roulette wheel at Monte 
Carlo. He was not a good actor—New 
York had a chance later to learn that 
much—and he lost all his own money and 
a lot belonging to his credulous backers 
efore he retired from the Casino. He 
was known on the stage, at home and 
here, as James Erskine. Shortly before 
he left us, three years ago, he was an- 
nounced as engaged to Beatrice Agnew, 
the pretty young actress who was Colum- 
bine in Barrie’s ‘‘ Pantaloon,” in the Cri- 
terion Theatre last Winter with Lionel 
Barrymore. 

Frances Belmont was an unnoticed 
chorug girl in two or three music farces 
until sme came here to the Victoria in 
1901 in Barnet’s extravaganza of ‘“‘ My 
Lady.’ She attracted a lot of attention 
on the first night of that piece by run- 
ning forward from her place in the line 
of girls during a comic song by one of 
the actors and breaking into a wild dance 
while the refrain was sung by the other 
girls. The management made the most 
of this bit of impromptu, publicly prom- 
ising to discharge her if she did it again 
and privately advising her to ‘“ keep it 
in.” The “stunt,” as she termed it, 
caused her to be talked about and pho- 
tographed considerably, and she found a 
demand for her services that sent her 
salary, even for show-girl purpgses, fly- 
ing upward.

Message from Mars,"” he met Miss Bel- 
mont, and soon thereafter astounded the- 
atrical circles by making her his leading 
woman. Not even her good looks and 
physical grace served to blind theatre- 
goers to her gaucherles of speech and 
diction, which were in bold relief by rea- 
son of the fact that her réle was that of 
a well-bred young woman of London so0- 
ciety, so that even lines seriously intend- 
ed provoked guffaws when spoken by 
the new leading woman.

The three others pictured were, pre- 
nuptially, very much of a type-hail-girls- 
well-met of an aggressively cockney 
slant that is rapidly disappearing from 
London theatricals. Some there are s0 
optimistic as to argue that its disappear- 
ance is due to nothing else so much as to 
these very marriages of record and the 
columns of ironic comment that- were 
printed afterward. A gospel of superfi- 
clal refinement and retained “‘ h’s”’ in the 
aspirated words is now preached there. 
However, it is to be said for Rosie Boote, 
Connie Gilchrist, and Belle Bilton that 
they have, from all accounts, made good 
wives, even if it be that they have fallen 
short of the dignity of their predecessors 
as the Marchioness of Headfort, the 
Countess of Orkney, and Lady Clancarty, 
respectively. 

Of the three, Belle Bilton’s career be- 
fore marriage was the most picturesque 
and her wedding, in consequence, the 
most startling. She was an immense fa- 
vorite in the music halls, where at the 
time she had only two formidable rivals 
in popularity—Marie Loftus, the mother 
of ‘ Cissie,”’ and Marie Lloyd. Nightly 
she was greeted on her appearance by 
pit and gallery with a “’Ello, Belle! ’Ow 
habout sumpin’ real ‘ot?’ Their calor- 
ific longings were usually respected, if 
not satisfied by her; for she was noted 
as one whose songs were as “blue” as 
the law permitted. She sang them, too, 
with a hearty, unblushing assurance that 
went straight to the hearts of ‘Arry and

about Belle~—or “ Billy,’’ as she was af- 
fectionately called — Bilton.

NEW FEMININE FADS. 

“NE of the latest feminine fads Is 
the transforming of ready-made 
articles of almost every descrip- 
tion into dainty specimens of 
handwork. Some cf these arti- 
cles so remodeled are quite wor- 

thy of holding their own in ccmpetition 
with the most expensive imported models. 

At first these ingenious schemes were 
practiced only on the popular lingerie 
waists. Merchants were surprised at the 
increasing demand for the absolutely plain 
waist of sheer material, and guiltless of 
any trimming save fine tucks. The pur- 
chaser of every waist would inva- 
riably examine the machine stitching, and 
after ascertaining that it was easily rav- 
eled seemed to be greatly relieved. The 
mode of procedure in such a case is sim- 
ple. The stitching of each tuck is care- 
fully pulled and the tuck rerun by 
hand. On no account should two tucks be 
pulled out at the same time, as in a soft 
material without dressing the crease of 
the tuck is soon lost sight of . 

One clever woman, with more ingenulty 
than money, is the proud owner of six 
elaborate hand-made waists, the aggre- 
gate cost being less than $20. 

‘‘ Every bit of this handwork was done 
in leisure moments," she explained. the 
other day to an admirer of her handiwork. 
*““I began with a very simple waist, one 
that was tucked solidly across the front 
and with tucked bands at neck and el- 
bows. It was no trouble at all to pull 
out the stitching, as it was done with a 
chain-stitch machine. After running 
these by hand I removed the collar band 
and replaced it with two rows of lace in- 
sertion, putting the double insertions also 
as an elbow finish. My next attempt was 
a waist tucked in grouns. After re-run- 
ning the tucks I embroidered a vine be- 
tween each I also embroidered 
collar and bands, scalloping the 
edges and underlaying them with a lace 
edge. After that it was a short step to 
more elaborate affairs, until now I have 
quite an assortment. Every stitch of the 
work has been done in odd moments 
when my hands would have been idle, had 
I not had such pleasant work on hand.” 

While it is not to find an abso- 
lutely plain waltst of good cut and sheer 
material, still most women who know 
from experience say that a persistent 
search is generally rewarded. 
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One woman, clever with her needle, has 
transferred a department store “ bar- 
gain’? into a creation suggesting Paris 
in every tuck and embroidered vine. This 
was no easy thing to accomplish, but 
such a gown, of soft, creamy mull, will 
serve its owner in Winter as well as 
Summer, as it would make an ideal frock 
for any occasion where an elaborate high- 
necked gown was called for. 

Clerks in the large department stores 
are so accustomed to these transforming 
schemes that no surprise {fs occasioned 
when the purchaser of a perfectly plain 
handkerchief-linen parasol directs to 
have it sent to the lace counter. Here 
the customer chooses such lace as suits 
her fancy for the embelishment of her 
purchase. A popular mode of decora- 
tion is the placing of three medallions 
of graduated size in each division of the 
parasol, the largest size being placed 
nearest the edge and the smallest near 
the point of the parasol. When such 
medallions are of Valenciennes lace 4 
double edge of the same lace finishes 
the entire ede of the parasol, giving 
a charmingly fluffy effect. A deep van- 
dyke of heavy lace in each division of 
the parasol is another favorite scheme 
for transforming a plain affair into an 
elaborate one. By pinning such trim- 
mings in place while the parasol is open 
the position can be accurately planned, 
and the sewing can, of course, be done 
with the parasol closed. Trimming should 
be confined to the outer edge so far as 
possible, as sewing near the point of a 
parasol is anything but convenient. Many 
a parasol this Summer has been raised 
from mediocrity by the clever fingers of 
its owner. 

A girl who can so transform a parasol 
is also prepared to change a pair of plain 
silk stockings into elaborate ones by the 
insetting of a lace motif on the instep. 
An all-over pattern in black silk guipure 
can sometimes be found, an eighth of a 
vard of which will furnished four orna- 
ments, sufficient for insetting in two 
pairs of black silk stockings. A butter- 
fly is a favorite for such decoration, but 
a long, diamond-shaped ornament also 
lends itself gracefully to this scheme. 
All such insettings of lace must be but- 
tonholed firmly to the material before 
any cutting is done. Then the silk fabric 
may be carefully clipped, the edge turned 
back, and again fastened with button- 
holing, the second sewing reinforcing the 
first. 

Openwork stockings of fine lisle thread 
are nowadays often decorated with hand- 
rows of vertical briér- 
or French knots between the 
rows of openwork. A fine white Hsle 
stocking, the openwork in vertical lines, 
may be embroidered with tiny rosebuds 
or forget-me-nots with charming effect. 

Almost everything procurable lends it- 
self to these transforming devices, and 
the hand-made look, so dear to every 
woman, is within the reach of all, pro- 
vided she is willing to pay for it in 
patience and time,

Marvelous Collections 


of Industrial and Fine 


Art Illustrate the Private Life and Religion of 


Europe for More Than 


DEAL is the setting which the City 
of Paris has given to one of the 
most complete and valuable collec- 
tions of antique and middle-age 
works of art that exists. As one 
passes up the Boulevard Saint-Ger- 
main the eye is refreshed by a 

tangle of trees and bushes behind iron and 
stone walls, out of which peep bits of 
sculpture moss-grown and weather-worn. 
Ancient structures that recall the old Ro- 
man remains in Italy are seen indistinctly, 
and then a glimpse is caught of an arcade 
which again suggests Rome yet lacks the 
massive arches of the time of the Emper- 
ors. It is the backyard of Cluny Museum, 
the garden of Abbé Jacques d’Amboise. It 
takes its name from the Monks of Cluny, 
who, perhaps, did more than any other 
body of men to establish in France a style 
in architecture which its opponents in 
later days stigmatised with a word of 
scorn—" Gothic ”’"—though it conquered 
Belgium and England, Germany, Spain, 
and Northern Italy. 

Ontrance is by the Rue de Sommerard, 
just opposite the Sorbonne, another re- 
ligious foundation to start with, but later 
@ great seat of learning. The crenelated 
wall, the two gates with arches of differ- 
ent shape, the little pepper-pot turret, and 
octagonal tower crowned by a balustrade, 
the dormer windows, carrying coats of 
arms in their pediments and decorated with 
flamboyant Gothic openwork screens be- 
hind a similar balustrade along the eaves, 
represent very well, though superficially, 
the architecture taught at Cluny of old, 
an architecture which can be seen on the 
grandest scale at Rheims and Beauvais, 
at Laon and Chartres, at Angers and 
Rouen, towns within easy reach of Paris 
by rail or automobile; represent it very 
well as to outsides, the decorative part 
only. In order to understand why the so- 
called Gothic took Europe by storm in the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries one has 
to visit the churches and cathedrals and 
study it in its grandeur. 

The interior of Cluny Museum is 
queer a mixture of hoar antiquity, of the 
mediaeval architecture called Romanesque, 
of the Gothic in its purity and its flam- 
boyant extravagance, and of the begin- 
ning of the Renaissance reaction, as one 
can easily imagine. here a 
turesque old church behind the Pantheon 
in this quarter of Paris which has an 
even greater jumble of styles. It is called 
Saint Etlenne du Mont. Cluny house has 
been altered so much inside that it is 
hard to imagine how it used to be, but 
is still a suggestion about it of a 
building for comfort and residence, an air 
cosiness which all the changes to fit 
it for exhibits have not entirely ousted. 
Here are big carved fireplaces with 
their iron firebacks highly decorated, 
and tapestries that hide rough inner walls, 
old Flemish tapestmles, and later ex- 
amples from the looms ‘of the brothers 
Gobelin. One room is draped with a 
grand fifteenth century of tapes- 
tries from the Chateau de Broussac, rep- 
resenting the chapters of a romance in 
which a lady is constantly attended by 
a lion and a unicorn, both of them beasts 
of the most polished manners, if one may 
judge from the elegance with which they 
hold magnificent banners carrying armo- 
rial bearings. Another series is religious 
and depicts the sufferings of Saint Ste- 
phen, who seems to have been a popular 
martyr, perhaps because his martyrdom 
was by means of a very popular method 
of expressing disapproval, the handy and 
ubiquitous chimney front is 
a carved stone relic of the sixteenth cen- 
tury from Rouen, and the wooden ceiling 
and oaken doors are from the same city. 

One of the ground floor rooms contains 
French and 
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gala coaches and sleighs of 
Italian make, overwhelmingly decorated 
with carving, gold, and colors. Here 
a watchman keenly attentive to the slight- 
est movements of the tourists, who come 
trooping through. The heads and wings! 
of eagles and the multifarious excres- 
cences on these gorgeous chariots form 
such a temptation to the amateur of 
souvenirs that eternal vigilance is the 
price of that man’s tenure of office. He 
is a philosopher. 

“It seems to be natural to want to/ 
carry away souvenirs,’ he remarks in a 
lenient tone. ‘‘We must regard it as part 
of the human make-up.

Such losses as occur in 
museums are almost always the result 
of collusion, when thé guard has an ac- 
complice who pretends not to know him 
and slips the object under his coat. Of 
course sleepy guards occur, who are in- 
nocent, but*they do not sleep very often | 
undiscovered. With nothing to do, no one 
to talk to, and all the Summer sounds 
entering softly from the garden oft 
Jacques d’Amboise, the watchman in a 
remote gallery little visited by the ruck of 
visitors may be seen having a terrible 
battle with Morpheus. 

In certain departments Cluny affords | 
examples finer and more varied than any | 
other museum in the world, in wood carv- | 
ings, for example—Italian and French, | 
Flemish and German. They show the 
highest development of art in this par? of 
Europe during centuries when. other 
branches of art were in abeyance. Pot- 
tery and glass are also splendidly repre- 
sented, the collection of Spanish pottery | 
with Moorish influence being particularly | 
superb. But the various potteries of old | 
France can bé studied here as_ nowhere 
else—Palissy ware,-Grés of Flanders, Lim- 
burg and Germany, pottery of Rouen, 
Nevers, Sceaux, and Orion, some of it 
handsome or beautiful, other pieces dear

The Roman portion, all that is left of 
the palace built here by Constantius 
Chlorus about 300 A. D., consists of the 
old baths, which were so solidly construct- 
ed that after stripping them of the marble 
inner and outer skins there was no fur- 
ther plunder to be had. The vaulted ceil- 
ing of this portion of the baths has never 
leaked, and the walls of rubble and mor- 
tar are immensely thick. It is used for 
rude stone relics of the Roman period, 
such a mosaic floor, for instance, as may 
be found in almost country held 
by the Romans, an altar to Jupiter in 
the reign of Tiberius, dedicated by the 
watermen of Paris, &c. This recalls the 
badge of the city, a galleon under sail, 
and the -fact that 
something of a seaport once upon a tir 
indeed, too much of a 
robbers from the Baltic 
and hold Normandy. Here 
Jullan the Apostate in gray marble found 
in the soil of Paris, to recall the historia 
fact that here he was proclaimed Em- 
peror, very possibly on this spot. Julian 
is the Emperor who was given in youth 
so constant a diet of distorted monkish 
Christianity that he concelved a horror 
of Christians, and, as soon as he could, 
set to work to restore paganism on a re- 
formed basis as the favored religion of 
the Empire. 
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There is such a wealth of objects to see 
on the lower floors of Cluny museum 
that it is well, before visiting the upper 
floors, to return to the entrance and pass 
through the court round the building into 
the garden. There can at close 
quarters the outside of the baths which, 
after all, are almost certain 
relics of the Roman Paris. Por- 
tions of the decoration of old churches 
are disposed shrubbery. An 
imposing relic of the el century Is 
a triple doorway brought from Argenteuil, 
which formed entrance to a 
church the Benedictine order. One

While of the monks of Cluny, the early 
owners of this property, nothing remains 
but the. name, its tenants, 
which Include a Queen of France and a 
King of Scotland, have impressed a pleas- 
ant air home the place. Its final 
evolution {nto a museum began about 
seventy years ago when Sommerard, a 
famous collector and student of the past, 
became its proprietor. At his death the 
property and his collections of mediaeval 
objects were bought by the Government, 
the galleries were rearranged and ex- 
tended, and the Roman portion, the ruins 
of the baths, were added. Many objects 
in the national collections which belong 
to such a museum have been transferred 
to Cluny and small private holdings of 
great value have come hither by direct 
gift or bequest.

Remarkable Wedding Contract 


Unique Marital Agreement Between an Iowa Bride 
and Groom—Arranges for Almost Every Contingency. 


SAIAH F. HARDING and Mrs. 
Isabella Engelbrecht of Dallas 
County, Iowa, have just entered 
into marriage on a fifteen-year 
plan, according to a specjal from 
Des Moines. 

Neither had found smooth sailing 


and the little sleeved guimpe was of ex- upon the sea of matrimony, although 


both are, comparatively speaking, rich. 
Twice each had been married, und twice 
divorced. 

When, therefore, seeking a consola- 
tion prize, Harding asked Mrs. Engel- 
brecht to be his, extreme caution at- 
tended her affirmative response. ‘ We'd 
better lay down some rules to go by,” 
she said, and Harding agreed. 

The result was the most remarkable 
nuptial contract ever drawn in Iowa, 
amd perhaps in the world. Veteran 
lawyers say they have never seen any- 
thing quite like it. 

It arranges for almost:every possible 
contingency that may arise in the wed- 
ded life of two people. 

The contract plainly sets forth who 
shall build the fires, when the husband 
may bring home guests to meals, when 
the nelatives of each shall visit them, 
how the money is to be divided, how 
often the wife may attend social func- 
tions without being scowled at—and 
even fixes a limit to the number of 
possible future Hardings. 

By observing in minutest detail the 
terms of this remarkable document 
Harding and his third wife have al- 
ready enjoyed two months of life ta- 
gether without a cloud appearing in the 
matrimonial sky. The contract pro- 
vides: 

“ That we, by the terms of this agree- 
ment, made this third day of May, A. 
D. 1906, between Isaiah F. Harding of 
the County of Dallas and.State of Iowa, 
party of the first part, and Isabella 
Engelbrecht, of the County of Polk and 
State of Iowa, of the second part, do 
nereby bind ourselves by this covenant 
to carry out entire and in detail the 
terms of this solemn obligation so that 
we, aS man and wife, may dwell togeth- 
er im peace and harmony so long as this 
said covenant shall be in force, to wit: 
From this said 3d day of May, A. D. 
1906, until the 3d day of May, A. D. 
1921, a period of fifteen years. 

“It is hereby agreed and stipulated 
between said Isaiah F. Harding, party 
of the first part, and said Isabella En- 
gelbrecht, party of the second part, that 
if at the end of the fifteen years afore-

mony, such action shall not be taken 
except with due process of law.
